Considerable publicity has been given 
the past two weeks to House Bill 809 by 
Rep. Bill Stokes which would compel the 
county Commissioners to pay $1500 a year 
to both _the tax collector and assessor of 
Coffee County for clerk hire in the Enter- 
prise court house, Introduced without any 
fanfare, legislation of this type can become 
law Wich very few persons knowing about 
it, Because of the wording of measures 
like HB 809, they are not considered local 
bills and thus do not have to be published 
in the county which will be affected, : 

As an example of the terminology used 
in general bills of local application, we are 
going to print the first two paragraphs of 
HB 809. They read: 

“Relating to counties having a popula- 
tions of not less than 30,700 nor more than 
31,400 inhabitants according to the last or

‘rhe main thing against legislation like

ing of secondary students could be more 
adequately handled in Elba than at Zion 
Chapel. All important factors such as lack 
of a potential istudent body, inadequate fa- 
cilities and population trends entered into 
the recommendation that high school stu- 
dents.froni that end of the county get their 
education here. 

What logic the Board of Education 
used in ignoring these two studies is not 
clear but their reasoning somewhere along 
the line must have been faulty. As success- 
ful business men and farmers, they have 
undoubtediy sought advice from experts in 
other fields. For example, if they are siclr 
‘ind go to a doctor who nuts them on a diet, 
they follow that diet, They feel the physi- 
cian knows more about their ailments than 
they do themselves, Because of his training 
and experience in the line of physical: i}]- 
hesses, the doctor is better qualified to pre- 
scribe a cure than the man with the sick- 
ness. 

The same principle holds true in edu- 
cation. Experts who have spent their lives 
in this field are better qualified to come into 
Coffee County and recommend cures for 
public school ills than members of the 
Board of Education who were born and 
reared here. Just as it is folly to ignore a 
physician's advice, so is it illogical to cast 
aside recommendations of trained educa- 
tors. 

With a view towards getting the best 
possible training for a student at the low- 
est possible cost, the experts disregard the 
conflict of personalities, coming elections 
and jurisdictional digs putes of different 
doards of education, They get to the heart 
of the problem. Ignoring their advice ig a 
luxury toc expensive for Coffee County’s 
financially hard-pressed schools, 


case. Judge Paul had heard the bill was in 
the legislative hoppers and requested it be 
drawn up so that he wouldn’t be included. 

At a time when it seems everyone has 
his hand in the taxpayer's pocket, this is 2 
most refreshing action. It is extremely 
doubtful that very many men would have 
taken this stand. Businessmen cut expenses 
to meet competition or make more profit, 
but few of them would go out of their way 
to insure they would not ‘get a $1500 a year 
windfall, 

This move by Judge Paul will cost him
